There are'few things 
more extraordinary in the Scottish annals than this 
family history, disclosing as it does, a state of society 
in Carrick, of which few persons had any previous 
knowledge or idea. Literally every man's hand was 
"against his brother." The houses of Cassillis, Bar- 
fany, and Colzean, having separate interests, and each 
struggling for the mastery were involved in perpetual 
broils. The story of Auchindrane, interesting and unique 
as it certaiuly is, was a mere interlude to the general 
Melee. The Life of Alex. Alexander, written by him. 
self, and edited by John Howell, author of ** Journal of 
a Soldier," " Life of John Nicholl," &c. is in the press.
